The Department of Transportation and Public Facilities (DOT&PF) generates a high percentage of the section’s
work.

Provide advice and representation on myriad of issues daily confronting agencies related to development and
operation of public infrastructure.

Key Component Challenges

The section will continue assisting with implementation of the State’s transportation and infrastructure programs. The
section will continue helping State agencies with project development, including the resolution of environmental issues,
land ownership and acquisition issues, contract specification and procurement issues, and any necessary changes to
laws or regulations. The section will continue to advise and represent State agencies concerning eminent domain, bid
protests, and construction claims. The section will help agencies manage and operate completed facilities, including
ferry, international and rural airport, and highway facilities. In the coming year, the section may assist with activities
related to infrastructure to support a possible gas line.

Significant Changes in Results to be Delivered in FY2011
